I recognize 1hat the Bureau of Prisons declines to follow the decision in Fults v, Sand 
442 F.3d 1088 (8^ Cir. 2006) and WoodaU v. Federal Bureau of Prisons, 432 F.3d 
(3 id Cir. 2005) except within the respective jurisdictions of those two courts. Howe 
the unusual circumstances of this case, the large numbei of employees who are d%pen< 
on Mr. Jasperson's availability for their livelihood, and the high probability" that 
absence, even for four months, will result in the failure of the company, wairar; 
departure from the Bureau's standard policy of not acquiescing in District C 
recommendations for initial placement in community sanctions centers. 

Because of these factors, I earnestly request that you exercise your discrete: 
this case to re-designate Mr. Jasperson to be confined in a Community Sanctions C 
in the Tampa area, so that he may continue his efforts to keep his business alive : 
protect the jobs of the many employees who acre dependent on his efforts. I ft 
request, because of the imminence of his reporting date, that you give expe 
consideration to this request. 

In the event you should be favorably disposed to redesignating Mr. Jasperso: 
Community Sanctions Center bur determine that there is no space available in Tajo ; 
would ask that you consider redesignating him to a. Centex in or near one of the 
locations at which his company maintains offices, these locations are Orlando, Fl 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; Boston, Massachusetts; northern New Jersey; an 
Sonoma-Marin County^ California area.
